The log should, properly, be lighted 
w ith u portion of last year’s log. a 
piece of which Is alw ays supposed to 
be preserved for luck. 
A t the same 
lime that th** < 'hflstmus Are was lit. th* 
Christm as candle had to be lighted. 
(A portion of last year's tupor has al­ 
so to be kept.) It wa- unlucky tt* stmt? 
the Christm as candle, which burned 
for l'J <lays —the period of festivity. 
A t St. Jo h n ’s college, Oxford, can still 
be seen the ancient stone socket with 
the Agnus I>et stump, in which the 
Christm as candle w as pla< **d on the 
high table. 
On the M e of Man, the folk former­ 
ly carried long tapers to church oa 
i hrlatmas e\e.
